Italy and Germany have retorted 
that Americans are “ignorant” re­ 
garding European affairs, 
II Duce's speech lasted only ten 
m inutes and heavily underscored 
the Italian desire for peace.

The Fuehrer appeared taciturn 
but in good health. He was attired 
in a brown Nazi uniform and for 
the first time displayed a large 
gold eagle on the upper brim of 
his cap. 
Five red and gold plush chairs 
were reserved for Hitler and his 
most prominent guests to permit 
them to rest during the intervals 
between the passage of troops be­ 
fore the reviewing stand. 
Much of the m ilitary equipment, 
which included practically every 
type of fighting machine, was new 
and impressive in size and design. 
It included heavy cannon from 
the Sk oda work s, which came un­ 
der German control with establish­ 
ment of the “protectorate” over 
Bohemia. Deadly tank s of 30 toms 
caught the attention of m ilitary 
attaches from all nations. 
The occasion was a two-day holi­ 
day throughout Germany, begin­ 
ning yesterday. Tonight Hitler was

Berchtesgaden,

From dawn at least a million 
Nazis, in uniform or mufti, held 
in check by cordons of 50,000 black 
and brown-uniformed Nazi troops, 
stood on the sideles of the five- 
mile, impressively decorated line 
of march. 
Huge pylons topped 
by golden sw astik as and eagles 
supporting urns from which pour­ 
ed red flames and smok e lined the 
route from the Reich chancellery 
to Adolf H itler Square. 
Every few yards between the 
imperial lamp posts along 
the 
broad Chaussee were spaced spe­ 
cial banners representing the arm s 
of Sudetenland, Vienna. Danzig, 
Berlin, and other provinces within 
the Reich, or which it is hoped to 
assimilate. 
At fifty years of age, Hitler re­ 
mains the youngest of the day’s 
m ajor dictators. 
Gray Hairs Missing 
Scarcely a gray hair is visible. 
His face is still slightly pink of 
complexion; although it is more 
deeply furrowed than six years ago 
when he assumed power, it re­ 
mains a youngish face. 
His hands are steady, and ac­ 
cording to latest reports close to 
the Fuehrer, he still wins his medi­ 
cal exam iners’ general approval. 
He retains his old quick tem per

sphere, the people shall have the sole power by a national 
referendum to declare w ar or to engage in w arfare overseas. 
Congress, when it deems a national crisis to exist in conformance 
with this article, shall by concurrent resolution refer the question 
to the people’.

TITE MOST important tooth in 
the head is the first permanent 
tooth. And how many parents read­ 
ing this statement, even though they 
have the responsibility of the care 
of children at this critical age, can 
tell exactly which tooth is the first 
permanent tooth? 
It would be natural to conceive of 
the first permanent tooth as push­ 
ing one of the temporary ones out 
of the jaw. But it doesn’t do that. 
It comes in behind the temporary 
teeth and doesn’t displace any at all. 
And it looks, from its position, ex­ 
actly like one of the temporary 
teeth. 
Real Permanents 
Those front incisors — the two 
“buck” teeth in front—look like the 
first permanents But before they

Spotting Strawberry Leafspot 
If you are as fond of 
straw­ 
berries as most home 
gardeners 
are, strain your eves this Spring 
to spot strawberry leafspot, Leaf- 
spo: and scorch are the tw'o most 
common ills of strawberries. Leaf 
scorch often 
girdles 
the 
fruit 
stalks and the flowers or 
young 
fruit dry up instead of developing. 
To aid you in spotting straw­ 
berry leafspot. the appearance of 
infected leaves is shown in 
the 
Garden-Graph. 
The spots have a 
reddish tine at first but as the 
srpota increase in size the center 
fades out until finally it is almost 
white. 
Both leafspot and scorch 
can be controlled by spraying with 
Bordeaux , in a 4-4-50 mix ture. 
As a further check 
on these 
strawberry diseases, mow' the tops 
of the plants 
off close to the 
ground after the berries are har­ 
vested. 
Burn the diseased tops. 
As the new* foliage grows spray 
every ten days 
with 
Bordeaux 
mix ture.

Spotting Strawberry Leafspot 
If you are as fond of 
straw­ 
berries as most home 
gardeners 
are, strain your eyes thus Spring 
to spot strawberry leafspot. Leaf- 
spot and scorch are the two most 
common ills of strawberries. Leaf 
scorch 
often 
girdles 
the 
fruit 
stalks and the flowers or 
young 
fruit dry up instead of developing. 
To aid you in spotting straw­ 
berry' leafspot, the appearance of 
infected leaves is shown in the 
Garden-Graph. 
The spots have a 
reddish tine at first but as the 
spots increase in size the center 
fades out until finally it is almost 
white. 
Both leafspot and scorch 
can be controlled by spraying with 
Bordeaux, in a 4-4-50 mixture. 
As a further check 
on these 
strawberry diseases, mow the tops 
of the 
plants 
off close to 
the 
ground after the berries are har­ 
vested. 
Burn the diseased tops. 
As the new' foliage grows spray 
every ten days 
with 
Bordeaux 
mixture.
